Republicans Dominate Vot­ 
ing; Contests Spur 4th 
Ward Balloting 


Presence of the one and a half 
m ill school tax levy on the ballot 
at the m unicipal primary election 
seem ed to hold little interest for S a­ 
lem voters tcday. 
At least the voting bv noon failed 
to indicate any appreciable Increase 
in turnout as compared to sim ilar 
prim aries back as far as 1935.

These arc the days when price reductions an news. 
W hen the South Side M erchants association of C hi­ 
cago agrees on a price cut. it's a m a t t e r of news the 
nation over. When the price of rosin drops 20 cents 
a hundred-weight, the news services incorporate the 
fact in a story labeled price roundup ’ 
But the national price picture shows no impor­ 
ta n t downward trend W hile lower prices are listed 
foh eggs, lard, hogs, cattle, w<x>l and copra, quotations 
have risen on cocoa, flour, butter, corn, oats and ro t­ 
ten. ALO, price reductions at retail levels are news, 
but what of price increases at retail levels? They will 
be made without fanfare when the price-cutting m er­ 
chants re-Ordcr to fill their shelves. 
Price reductions by m anufacturers are of more 
significance 
M anufacturing as a whole earned 12.1 
percent in 1946 as against 9 3 In 1945. M any corpor­ 
ations have ca.' h surpluses of formidable size and by 
reducing prices are gambling their reserve* against 
lower prices 
In all the poring over price indices and the read­ 
ing of the economic tea leaves, there Is one lmpor- 
ta n t corollary of the law of supply demand which 
m ust not be overlooked; The measurement of a m an's 
productivity 
what 
he delivers in return for what 
he is paid—is the inexorable scale by which ages and 
prices are correlated. If he produces a lot at high 
wages, prices will be low, compared with wages. If 
he loafs and is inefficient at his job if he does less 
for $1 45 an hour than he did for 96 cents an hour 
in 1938, the pioducts of hts work must necessarily 
sell at a higher price. All the moral suasion and all 
the Newburyport plans can ’t blink that fact.

Don'i Forget Unification 
There Is growing concern among high military 
men that army-navy unification will not be consum­ 
mated this year because of the m anner in which the 
Senate and House armed forces comm ittees are d rag ­ 
ging out hearings on the plan. 
If anything call speed up the committees, it should 
be the report of L.t Oen. LeRoy Lutes, anny procure­ 
m ent director, which shows that from 1942 to 1945 
duplication and lack of coordination in army and 
navy supply activities cost the nation an estim ated 
$1.150.1100,OOO. This does n ot include gasoline, oil and 
lubricant purchases. 
Anyone who lites been around installations where 
the army and navy operate side by side can attest 
to scores of instances where services were duplicated 
m d constant difficulties were met in the use of shared 
facilities 
Army and navy mcsshalls were operated 
side by side, although one consolidated mess would 
have been better aryl less expensive. The services were 
continually at odds over facilities used by one nod 
needed by ihe other Transfers of supplies were bog­ 
gled down in red tape. Minor differences in spccifica- 
tioas plagued m anufacturers Sometimes the services 
seemed to be warring on one another as well as the 
enemy. 
A great deal of the delay is attributed to discus­ 
sions over the wording of the bill, so th at its purport 
Is “unification,” which preserves the identity of the 
services, rath er I nan “m erger," which would sub­ 
ordinate them to an overall national defense estab­ 
lishment. Nuances of m eaning should not be so elu ­ 
sive that they will delay unification a year or m ore

A sim ilar situation occurred in the Htute Senate 
recently when a com m ittee tried to pigeonhole the 
colored oleo bill In th at case the committee finally 
acted because of the power of public opinion stirred 
by press accounts. 
There usually is sufficient pressure from the floor 
of the legislative body, from the public or sufficient 
wisdom am ong th e committee members to prevent 
perm anent pigeonholing of im portant bilLs However, 
this is no excuse lur a system which allows a small 
comm ittee to pievent consideration of a bill by all 
the legislators* Parliam entary procedure should re­ 
quire committees to report on all bill*, either favor­ 
ably or unfavorably. 


A Rhetorical Question

The Telephone Strike At A Glance 


1 Before the strike the company urged that the old contract go on while a new one was bargained. 
Other industries did this and arrived at an agreement. That was refused. WHY? 


2 Before the strike started, and since, the company has urged repeatedly that the wage issues be arbi­ 
trated. That was refused. WHY? 


3 Both of these offers would have continued uninterrupted service to the public, would have permitted 
work to go ahead on the company's large postwar program and would have avoided a loss of $2,000,- 
000 per month in wages to employees now on strike. IS THIS NEEDLESS STRIKE WORTH THE PRICE? 


4 The union has stated publicly that even if wages were settled the strike will go on because of other is­ 
sues. 


5 The union also would give no assurance that, even if everything were settled to its satisfaction in Ohio, 
the strike would be ended as long as any of its affiliates were on strike. 


6 The union demands are enormous; the wage increases demanded would amount to much more than 
the much publicized $12.00 er week and the total cost would be, on the average, over $2.00 per 
month per telephone. The union demanded many other things, including COMPULSORY MEMBERSHIP 
IN THE UNION-union shop. 


7 In direct negotiations with the union and in meetings in co-operation with the United States Depart­ 
ment of Labor, the company has been unable to bring these fantastic demands into a rational or rea­ 
sonable formula that would be a fair basis of agreement. It is difficult to arrive at a settlement under 
those condilions-a settlement that would be fair to the public, fair to the employees and fair to the 
company.
